MOSCOW, Wednesday.—To-night’s 


Soviet communiqué states -—*‘During 
September 30 our troops fought the 
enemy in the areas of Stalingrad and 
Mozdok. No material changes took 
place on the other frouts. An 
enemy ‘transport of 10,000 tons has 
been sunk by Soviet warships in the 
Baltic. | 

‘“ Fierce fighting continued in the 
area of Stalingrad. On the north- 
west outskirts the Germans threw 
into action another tank division. 
and, at the cost of heavy losses, suc- 
ceeded in pressing Soviet units back 
in ‘one place. About two battalions 
of enemy infantry were wiped: out in 
this fighting and 15 tanks destroyed. 

‘In the-Mozdok area strong forces 
of enemy tanks and mechanised 
infantry attempted a break through, 
but all attacks on Soviet positions 
were repelled. In two days’ fighting 
in this sector 26 German tanks were 
destroyed‘ and 1,500 of the enemy 
killed.

BACON, SITUATION 
NEW OFFICIAL ORDERS 


In an effort to-relieve the bacon 
‘situation the Governmeat has ex- 
tended the powers of the Pigs and 
Bacon Commission to enable that 
body to bring pork dealers into line 
with the bacon curers, and make 
the purchase of pigs by, them sub 
ject to prices to fixed by the 
Commission. The Commission also 
will he empowered to limit the 
quantity of pork which dealers will 
be permitted to produce. 

It is stated that about thirty per 
cent. of the supply of pigs, which at 
present is very short, is being used 
as pork, and that this leaves the 
supply of bacon very scanty. 

A prominent member of the pork 
trade last night told the /rish 
Times :“ It is not. the pérk butchers 
who are committing the sin at all. 
The bacon curers are up against the 
Commission, and they want to make 
a scapegoat of the pork trade, which 
is buying only its usual quantit 
of pigs and using them for a legit!- 
mate trade. One or two of *hem 
may be making a little bacon, but 
they are entitled. to cure 
15 per cent. of what they 
kill. The real offenders in the 
situation are the provision merchants 
and the country shops, who are buy- 
ing the pigs and curing their own 
‘bacon. The whole thing is a 
wangle from start to finish; it is 
a racket, and the Government have 
not attempted to put their foot 
down. ', 

It: was stated officially last night 
that a good deal of illegal curin 


a 


of bacon for sale is going on, an 
that the Commission are being em- 
owered to stop the practice. There 


is no intention to prevent a farmer 
from curing a pig on his own pre- 
mises for the use of his household, 
but he will not be permitted to cure 
bacon for sale. . 

At, present the Commission has 
| power to issue a direction order to. 
a bacon curer to send bacon to any 
locality in order to secure an equit-- 
able distribution. Under the new 
Orders—three if all—this power will 
be extended to any person who cures 
bacon, and if a .person is found 
curing bacon illegally, the Commis- 
sion may direct that: this bacon be 
sent to whatever place they may 
direct. 


ONE WOUNDED IN FOOT

latest. news, French troops have suc- 
ceeded in organising resistance some 
thirteen miles south of Ambatolampy. 
“ At the same time British troogs 
disembarked at Tulear and Fort 
Dauphin, the garrisons of which, 
comprising reduced effectives,. were 
fairly quickly overwhelmed in spite 
of tenacious resistance. The British 
have now decided to invest the 
southern portion of the island by the: 
many little ports still free, and to 
reduce French elements by besieging, 
if necessary, the last bastions in the 
high plateaus.”’

PRIMARY EDUCATION’ 


AT. FAULT 
ILL-EQUIPPED YOUTH 


*‘It is my convietion, after many 
years’ observation, that the all-round 
standard of education 4n the country 
is low, and that, if the present 

licies are continued, ‘the school- 
eaving age will have to be raised 
to sixteen in order to give children 
thé knowledge possessed in bygone 
days by pupils of fourteen,” states 
the Rev. R. Watson, Organising 
Secretary and Diocesan Inspector, in 
his report to the Board of Educa- 
tion, to be submitted to the Synod 
of Dublin on the 13th inst. 

‘hile his main concern has: been 
the religious ‘eduéation of their 
children, he shares, he says, the 
apprehension of many citizens about 
the quality of the country’s primary 
education and -the finished product 
of it. He finds no compensation for 
present Jack of knowledge in a 
corresponding quickening of mental 
processes Or a desire for reading and 
a love of cultural pursuits. 

He suggests that it would be a 
valuable investigation to trace 
‘whether there was any connection 
between illiteracy or semi-illiteracy 
and. juvenile crime, which was; 
admittedly, serious at the moment. 
It was clear from the deliberations of 
the last. National Teachers’ Congress, 
as well as manv other sources, that 
an impartial inquiry was overdue 
into the q@untry’s primary educa- 
tional system. Such an inquiry must 
be conducted, he adds, in ait atmo- 
sphere. of judicial calm, and by 
educational ‘experts’ with a strong 
representation of teachers ‘whose 
i es was long enough to enable 
them to compare present-day children 
with those of twenty years ago. 

The Board of Education’s report 
stated that, owing to financial diffi- 
culties, some of the transport services 
for conveyance of children to school 
would have to be discontinued. 
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US. BILL TO LIMIT 
PRICES AND WAGES* 
AMENDED BY SENATE - 


WASHINGTON, . Wednesday.— 
The United States Senate to-day 
voted to delete from the Adminis- 
tration’s Anti-Inflation Bill the 
provision changing farm parity 
standards, and approved a compro- 
mise amendment directing the lift- 
ing of farm price ceilings where" 
they do not reflect labour and other 
cost increases since Januarf 1, 1941. 
The amendment, which was passed 
by 8 votes to 4, requires “an 
adequate -wage’’ for labour in com- 
puting increased farming costs over 
those ans at the beginning 
of 1941. 


The Senate rejected by 68 votes 
to 12 the proposal to include in the 
bill a farmula for limiting wage in- 
creases. Meanwhile the House has 
defeated an attempt to. incorporate 
the War Labour Board’s formula 
placing the ceiling of wage increases 
at 15 per cent. above that on 
January, 1941.—(Reuter.)
